“effective” a headache remedy is, 
‘the more dangerotis it becomes. 
A headache remedy overthrows or 
‘suppresses a mere symptom, while 
the trouble causing that symptom 
remains and worsens, pften until a 
serious condition develops. : 
"Pain of any sort is the alarm 

- bell which nature uses, like a fire 
alatm, to signal “trouble”, Stop- 
Ping the ringing of a fire alarm 
does not put out the fire: rather it 
permits a small blaze to grow 
into a holocaust, 

Some headaches have simple ex- 

* Planations, such as those of the 
“morning after’ an evening of 
overindulgence in food or drink. 
This type usually passes as soon as 
its cause thas been relieved. 

‘Any other headache particular: 
ly if chronic or recurring, is a 
warning signal which will send 
any careful person to his doctor. 

Intermediate causes of head- 
ache are many. They may include 


+ digestive, eliminative, kidney and‘ 


“heart troubles, eye trouble (chief- 
ly eyestrain), dental problems, in- 
fected tonsils, nerve pressure from 
spinal conditions and sometimes, 
though very rarely, brain trouble 
itself. In women, disorders of the 
generative tract often are the 
cause of headaches. 

Certain activities and professions 
may cause unusual stress on the 
neck. Athletes, mechanics, house- 
wives, office workers, people who 
work with their hands, farmers and 
others who must twist or main- 
tain unnatural positions for any 
length of time at their work are 
-especially susceptible to cervical 
nerve irritation.
